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Aged: Couple Killed Last 
Wednesday Near Ozark 
As Tornado Razes Home 


(OZARK STAR, Mar, 25) 

A tornado dipped into Dale 
County Wednesday morning, scat- 
tered a modest four-room dwelling 
over a wide area and left the 
mangled bodies of Mr. and Mrs, 
W.'Henry Sellers in a field 250 
yards from the site of the de- 
stroyed dwelling. 

About 10:30 Wednesday morn- 
ing, during a heavy rain, a freak 
tornado struck in the McSwean 
community with such intensity 
that the Sellers home was literally 
blown to bits. A barn to the 
rear of the home was blown down, 
Neighbors nearby rushed to the 
scene and after a search of the 
large field in front of the Sellers 
home found the bodies of the 
aged couple, 

Mr. and Mrs, Sellers moved into 
the MeSwean community the first 
of the year, For many years Mr. 
Sellers lived on the Enterprise 
highway. The destroyed home was 
the gift of a son of Mrs. Sellers. 

News of the disaster reached 
Ozark when a neighbor came into 
town for an ambulance, Within 
a few minutes scores of Ozark 
people visited the scene. A wind- 
swept field littered with bits of 
wood and household furnishings 
horrified the visitors as neighbors 
pointed out the place in the near- 
by field where the bodies were 
found. 

Syntha Bowman, a_ neighbor, 
said he was in the front room of 
his home, about 250 yards from 
the tornado’s path, when he heard 
a roar followed by the noise of 
the house collapsing. He and his 
father ran from his house to the 
Sellers home. Mr. Bowman said: 

“When I reached the home I 
couldn't see anything and thought 
at first it had blown up. We found 
the bodies in a field in front of 
the house site.” 

The tornado struck without 
warning, toppling a chimney on a 
negro house a mile west of the

NEW LAW COMPELS OWNERS 
TO INOCULATE ALL DOGS 


The recently adjourned Legisla- 
ture not only did something for 
the schools and the Public Health 
and Public Welfare Departments, 
but on the last day of the session 
it went into the controversial ca- 
nine question and did something 
for the dogs of Alabama. Every 
dog now is to have his day. 

Under the Walton Act, passed 
in the closing hours of an event- 
ful session, and approved by the 
Governor on March 2, every dog 
in the State is to be inoculated 
with the anti-rabies serum or 
else. The deadline is to be set 
by each of the 67 County Health 
Departments, and all dogs are to 
be inoculated once a year there- 
after, 

A fee of not exceeding 50 cents 
to be charged against the owner 
for serum and inoculation, goes 
to the Rabies Inspector and_ his 
assistants, Hach County is to have 
such an inspector and as many As- 
sistants as may be needed to en- 
force the provisions of the law. 

All dogs that run at large must 
be inoculated, A tag, which the 
dog must wear on his collar at all 
time, goes with the inoculation 
§ratis. Lost tags, however, brings 
on more talk and perhaps addi- 
tional fees, 

After a date to be specified by 
the Health Officer, dogs that do 
not wear these tags will be im- 
pounded, held for 10 days, and if 
not called for, “dispatched,” desti- 
nation not given in the bill. Own- 
ers who desire to redeem impound- 
ed dogs must pay for inoculation 
and board of the animal, 

The County Health Department, 
in cooperation with the County 
Board of Health, will make all 
appointments and administer this 
law. The first thing to do is to 
appoint a suitable Rabies Inspec- 
tor and any assistants that he may 
need. Such appointments will be 
made by the Health Officer, in 
cooperation with the County Board 
of Health, and subject to the ap- 
proval of the State Health Officer 
and State Veterinarian, 

This law was sponsored by the 
State Health Department, which 
believes, apparently, that rabies is 
on the increase in Alabama. In 
1930, statistics show, this Depart- 
ment examined 1,054 animal heads, 
of which 443 were found to be 
positive. Human treatments in 
that year were 1,791. In 1936, 
the Department examined 1,758 
heads, finding 8838 positive, and 
administered treatments to 4,036 
citizens. Getting rid of the stray 
dog and inoculating all other dogs 
that run at large is believed to 
be the most practicable means of 
curbing the disease,

A LOST ART—Our forefathers 


had an art which proved very 
{helpful to them in the olden days 
and I believe it would do us a lot 
of good today if we could only 
know the full seeret of that art, 
Our ancestors rarely ever planted 
cotton seed without rolling them 
in some substance to insure prop- 
er dropping and proper germina- 
tion, Some of them would make 
a solution which they would sprin- 
kle on the seed and after that 
they would roll the in dry 
dirt which they would get from 
under the house, Others would 
roll their cotton seed in oak ashes 
while others would roll them in 
stiff clay. Those practices are 
cut of date but the need for the 
result is just as great today as

CITRONS—Since it is absolutely 
impossible for me to say too much 
about citrons I shall take anoth- 
er crack at you, hoping that I may 
be successful in persuading you 
to do ust half your part in grow- 


ing a real crop of citrons this 
year, Some one placed a nice 
large citron on top of my fowl 
house last fall and I find that it 


is still there and that it is sound, 
One of my neighbors has suggest- 
ed that we store hundreds of cit- 
rons to be used for feeding hogs 
in the spring and summer months. 
I have not tried such a plan but 
I hope to be able to give you some 
advice on this subject next year. 
I do know that you cannot grow 
too many citrons and since it is 
now time to plant your first patch 
I'm calling the matter to your at-| 
tention for the last time this 
spring. Let me first inquire as 
to whether or not you have se- 
cured your citron seed. If you 
have not done so you should ar- 
range to secure them at once as 
the supply might run low. Order 
your citron seed and order them 
‘now, If you cannot do better you 
can get one pound and this pack 
iwill plant a large field. Only two 
seed should be placed in a 
if your seed are scarce. Do not 
put the two seed too close to each 
other, There should be about four 
inches of space between them. 
When they come up you can move 
one of these plants and place it 
in a hill where you failed to get 


a sprout. Do not leuve but one 
sprout to the hill and the hills 
should be about six feet apart in 
rows which are about six feet 
apart Do not use any form of | 
soda or ammonia under your cit- 
rons, They need phosphate and 
potash if you are to grow a lot 


of large citrons. Please plant a 
patch of early citrons and then 
plant them in your corn field. I'm 
planning to plant them in my pea- 
nut row. I’m planting two rows | 
of corn and one of peanuts and 
in the peanut row J hope to put a 
hill of citrons every 12 feet. Tl 
not plant these citrons too early 
as they might choke my peanuts.

DEMONSTRATIONS 

GeV ENDON “demonstrations” 

—those amazing exhibitions of 
hysterical enthusiasm, usually 
manufactured rather than sponta- 
neous—had their origin in the Re- 
publican convention of 1860 in Chi- 
cago. 

The two leading candidates were 
William H. Seward of New York 
and Abraham Lincoln of Illinois. 
The New York delegation brought 
along a prize fighter named Tom 
Hyer and a band which marched 
about the streets playing martial 
music, 

To match these noise-makers, 
supporters of ‘Old Abe" hired a 
Chicagoan ‘whose shout could be 
heard above the most violent tem- 
pest on Lake Michigan’? anfl a 
leather-lunged Dr. Ames, who, 
though a Democrat, also consented 
to whoop it up for Lincoln, But the 
real ‘blow-off'’ came when Lin- 
coln was nominated on the fourth 
ballot. An eye-witness’ has de- 
scribed the scene as follows: 

“The immense multitude rose, 
and gave round after round of ap- 
plause; ten thousand voices swelled 
into a roar so deafening that, for 
several minutes, every attempt to 
restore order was hopelessly vain 
: A man appeared in the hall 
bringing a large painting of Mr. 
Lincoln, The cannon sent forth roar 
after roar in quick succession, Del- 
egates tore up the sticks and 
boards bearing the names of sev- 
eral states, and waved them aloft 
over their heads, and the vast mul- 
titude before the platform were 
waving hats and _ handkerchiefs. 

Another chapter in convention 
‘demonstrations’ was added in the 
Republican convention, also in Chi- 
cago, in 1880, Roscoe Conkling of 
New York led the forces that had 
determined to nominate Grant for 
a third term. At the first mention 
of Grant's name, a demonstration 
began which lasted nearly half an 
hour. Conkling, noted for his ‘‘aris- 
tocratic coldness,'’ unbent enough 
to stimulate enthusiasm in the gal- 
leries and among the delegates by 
waving hats and handkerchiefs.’’ 
Robert G. Ingersoll started wave 
after wave of frantic cheering when 
he grabbed a woman's red shawl 
and waved it aloft. 

Men tore off their coats and used | 
them for flags. Then the Grant | 
delegates seized the standards of 
their states and started a parade 
around the hall—thus starting a 
custom which has been perpetuated 
to this day.

COTTON PRICES WILL BE RE- 
DUCED IF CROP INCREASED 


AUBURN, Ala,—A material in- 
crease in cotton acreage this sea- 
son could easily place cotton pro- 
ducers in a position similar to 
that in which they found them- 
selves when cotton was bringing 
about five cents per pound and cot- 
ton seed about $8 per ton, warns 
C. A, Cobb, director, Southern Di- 
vision, AAA, in a letter to P. O. 
Davis, director of Alabama Ex- 
tension Service. 

Some of the things which farm- 
ers should seriously consider be- 
fore increasing their cotton acre- 
age this year are listed by Mr. 
Cobb as follows: 

(1) That we again face low- 
priced cotton unless we continue 
to maintain a balanced produc- 
tion; (2) Conservation payments 
at five cents a pound for the ay- 
erage yield on the diverted acres 
are sure and certain; (8) The 
cost of producing cotton on divert- 
ed acres is saved; (4) Cotton that 
is produced will cost less per 
pound to grow; (5) The diverted 
acres produce conserving crops, 
some of which may be used for 
food and feedstuffs; (6) Soil fer- 
tility is conserved; and (7) A het- 
ter price for cotton is assured if 
production is kept within reason-

“Despite the fact, that the bur- 
densome surplus of American cot- 
ton has been reduced, our carry- 
over of approximately seven mil- 
lion bales is still two million bales 
above normal,” he says, 

“The estimated world supply of 
all cotton for the present season 
was over 42 million bales. In on- 
ly one other year, 1933, has the 
supply equalled or exceeded this. 
The world supply and demand for 
colton largely determine the price 
American growers receive.”

Swells Rivers, But No Flood 


Washington 
Park, Ridgecrest, and South Clo- 


The heavy rains which fell 
throughout, this section Monday 
caused quite a bit of concern to 
people throughout the State who 
feared a repetition of the 1929 
disaster, but Elba was not in any 
immediate danger although the 
rivers and creeks here rose rapid- 
ly and tlooded the lower sections 
adjoining the streams, 

Large ditches in the northwest- 
ern part of the city overflowed 
Monday and caused a great deluge 
in parts of the city. However, 
waters from Pea River did not rise 
to a height to overflow except in 
the low sections, Quite a bit of 
damage has been done to streets, 

Many families becume excited 
over the situation and packed 
grips for a retreat and some mov- 
ed furniture and other belongings, 
but a majority of the citizenship 
felt no alarm over the situation, 
Had the downpour continued thru 
Monday night and Tuesday, there 
might have been cause for alarm, 
High water in past years excited 
only a few people, but since 1929 
more apprehension is felt, 

While this is being written Wed- 
nesday morning, waters have re- 
ceded and plans are being made 
to repair damage to roads and 
bridges throughout the county. 
Reports coming in indicate that all 
parts of the county have been af- 
fected and it will take some time 
to repair all damage done by the 
heavy rains of Monday. Fortunate- 
ly, no damage has been reported 
in the county from the storm that 
struck in adjoining counties and 
other sections of the State. 


MONTGOMERY, April 6.—-Cy- 
clonic winds early yesterday swept 
across Central Alabama, leaving 
in their wake five dead, up to 40 
injured, an estimated 450 home- 
less, and property damage that 
may run into six figures. 

Sporadic winds occurring else- 
where in this and other Southern 
States accounted for at least seven 
additional deaths and extensive 
damage to homes, business struc- 
tures, livestock, trees and commu- 
nication facilities. 

The dead in Alabama included: 

Fred Liles, 82-year-old fisher- 
man, drowned below Wilson Dam, 
at Florence, when a gust of wind 
capsized his boat. 

Two children of George Hall and 
his wife, negroes, killed near Shor- 
ter, in Macon County. 

Two negro farm hands, killed 
in Pike County, and another in 
Russell County, near the Georgia 
State line. 

Reports of injured came from 
& point near Selma _ eastward 
across Lowndes County to Mont- 
gomery and through Bullock and 
Russell Counties to the Georgia 
line. = 

With the passing of the storm 
a new danger arose along the Co- 
necuh, Pea and Choctawhatchee 
Rivers, at Elba and Geneva; as 
the result of unprecedented rains 
over the watersheds. A crest of 
45 feet on the Conecuh was pre- 
dicted for tonight at River Falls, 
in Covington County.
